Supreme Court's Ruling Expect Last 


of Month Will Settle Controversy

Madison, Wis., May 19— The, im- 
pression prevails among the lawyers 
that when the supreme court passes 
upon the McGovern-Bkern. controver- 
sy which it is expected to do on May 
31 it will pronounce upon the title 
to'the office and that its decision will 
be accepted by the parties to the is- 
sue and thus put an end to the long 
drawn out controversy. In the re-argu- 
ments for-wblch the court called, last 
week, the attorneys went deeply into 
this phase of the question. It seemed 
to be the feeling of the court that it it 
did not pass upon the title to the of- 
fice it would simply result in more m- 
isation Before the court and a further 
rehearsal of much of the ground over 
which it had gone. 
The original, appeal was on the de- 


cision of Circuit Judge B. Ray Stevens 
that he could not permanently enjoin 
Governor 'McGovern 
from 
forcibly 


ejecting- Ekern from the office of com-' 
mission'er oE insurance. 
. 
In the arguments by Ekern s attor- 
neys last week, it was sought to be 
shown that in 
thirty-five states the 
law provides.that in cases of appoint- 
ments for definite periods the govern- 
or has not the power of removal with- 
out good cause 'and adequate notice 
and hearing (or the person sought to 
be removed. Only two 
states—Illi- 
nois and New 
Mexico—permit 
arbi- 
trary removals. They took the posi- 
tion that the intent of the Wisconsin 
law was in line with that of the ma- 
jority of states.
